coats with cloth caps drawn deep over 
tlielr heads jump Into a rubber tired 
buggy drawn by a single horse and 
disappear down the other .end of the 
street 
The burglar holding the reins also 


used the whip vigorously and the 
horse was running for all that he 
•was -worth and the rig was soon 'be- 
yond reach . It took a course on the 
county road toward Janesvlllo

After getting over their astonish- 


ment several parties started out In 
pursuit but returned this morning 
without having gained sight of the rig

It was found upon* examination that 


the Farmers' State Bank building had 
been entered from the rear anJ nitro- 
glycerine used to open the big safe 
In the rear part of the place.

dently the burglars were amatuers 
at the business because the charge 
they applied was much too large.

of the safe but everything else 
in 


the building and made a noise that 
•would wake the' dead,

merely Information subjects, but be- 
cause of the mental power they de- 
velop, which Is after all the desider- 
atum In all education. 
It would be 


impossible to furnish each pupil of 
our schools with the Information he 
•will need in life's journey, for who 
can see- Into the future far enough 
to determine what it has In store, or 
who can guess what new problems and 
questions must be met and answered 
In the prosecuptlon of our profession? 
Our education must develop and'es- 
tablish in each individual a basis, a 
sure'foundation, a. base of supplies 
•which will furnish the material nec- 
essary to '.cope with the difficulties 
as they arise. 
There can be no 


question In the . minds , of educated 
people, concerning the above plati- 
tude:,'it has long been recognized and 
acknowledged. . Not many years ago 
the sciences were taught from books

fire nt Hall's Bluff, but the bnint.of tin

tile battle. On Oct. 110 Colonel Clmrles 
Devens had crossed the Potomac to til 
limits on the Virginia side. Intending 
to destroy a Confederate camp whlcl 
the army seouts Imd reported lay close 
to the river. Pushing on toward Lees 
tours early on the 21st, Devens found 


. no enemy and placed his regiment In 


tlie concealment of the \voods nt Ball's 
Blutt to await orders. Word came to 
lilui from division headquarters tlm 
he would be re-enforced. The bluff It 
rear of the, position (was very steep 
and the only means of transport!!)!, 
troopn to the danger point was by Hut 
boats. During the forenoon ttumu 
saehusctts companies which had been 
left north of the river crossed and Join 
ed the advance, and these were the 
only Federals south of the river when 
the Confederates appeared In front 
nnd attacked the skirmishers.

Colonel Devens formed Ills line 
for battle nnd was able to resist tho 
vigorous attempts of the Confederates 
to turn his tlanlc and cut him off fron:

Colonel Devens' • regiment 
forinei 


part of the brigade of Colonel E. D 
Baker, which belonged to General C 


• P. Stone's division, having headquar- 


ters* at Poolesvlllc. Mil., about five 
miles back from Ball's Bluff. 
Gor- 


man's' brigade of Stone's division hij 
at Edward's Ferry, live miles down the 
Potomac. Tho main Confederate force 
In the vicinity was In front of Gorman, 
and Its commander. Colonel N. O. 
Evans, withdrew all his troops save 
one regiment from Gorman's front and 
inarched to Ball's Bluff. General Stone, 
on hearing of Devens' engagement, or. 
dcred Colonel Baker either to retire tlie 
Massachusetts men or scud tho re- 
mainder of his brigade across the river 
to support. Baker Immediately ordered 
the Twentieth MassachiiHottM, the For- 
ty-second New'York (Tammany regl. 
men!) nnd his own Seveuty-llrst Penn- 
sylvania (California regiment) to cross 
the river and went over In person to di- 
rect the movement. 


The fresh troops tolled slowly across 


on the llatboat and up the stecpv iniid 
dy bluff. Baker reached the front, at 2 
o'clock without any men, but was soon 
Joined by one battalion of the Penn 
sylvnnlnns and a detachment of the 
Twentieth Massachusetts. The Massa- 
chusetts men held the right of the line. 
Next on the left were two howitzers 
and on their left the Pcnnsylvnnlnns. 
A six pounder held the extreme left. 
Before the fight opened Coloiicl Cogs- 
well reached the line with part of tho 
Forty-second New York. He pointed 
out tb'e weakness of the left flank to 
Baker, but no attention was paid to 
lila words. The Confederates In front 
of Baker's left were posted on high 
ground screened by woods. In a few 
minutes after Colonel Cogswell uttered 
his warning, the Eighth Virginia, under 
Colonel Eppa Hunton, opened lire from 
tlmt point upon Baker's artillery. At 
the flrst volley every man nt the Fed- 
eral guns was shot down. So furious 
•was this rifle lire that only three 
charges were fired from the cannon 
after the Virginians got to work. As 
fast as the gunners fell their places 
•were tilled by otllcers. and during the 
heat of the light Colonel Cogswell and 
Colonel William Lee of the Twentieth 
Massachusetts as well as the aids on 
Baker's staff took n hand nt serving 
the guns. One of the howitzers on Its 
last discharge recoiled to the edge of 
the bluff. 


Seizing their advantage, the Confed- 


erates pushed the lighting i«n the Fed- 
eral 'left. •Lieutenant Colonel \Vlstar, 
leading the Seventy-first Pennsylvania, 
was shot down, and Colonel Baker 
rushed forward to direct the line. Pass- 
ing In front of ihe.sklrmlshers lo select 
ground for'an advance he wnn Instant- 
ly killed by n Confederate sharpshoot- 
er. Baker's'death left the command In 
the hands of Colonel Cogswell, who nt 
once put bis own Ideas of the affair 
Into practice. He ordered Colonel Dev- 
ens to march the Fifteenth Massachu-. 


" suttb to the extreme left. Intending. If 
overpowered 
by 
the 
Confederates 


massed there, to cut his way through 
by th,e left flank down the bluffs to the 
Potomac to the shelter of Gorman's 
camp nt Edward's Ferry. Devens car- 
ried out the orders under lire, nnd just 
os he got n good line beyond the Penn- 
sj'lvanlnns there occurred one of those 
disastrous blunders so common to raw 
soldiers. Two fresh companies of Colo- 
nel Cogswell's New York regiment 
came up and formed on the left of Dcv- 
ens' line. At that moment an ndlcir In 
Confederate uniform showed himself. 
In front of the New Yorkers and with 
Bhouta and gestures urged the Federals 


to charge Into the woods In front. Some 
of the cool heads thought this was 
merely n challenge to dare the Tan* 
kccs; others, not knowing the enemy's 
colors, took It for mi order nnd rushed 
ahead. Some of the Fifteenth Massa- 
chusetts, carried away by enthusiasm 
also charged forward until ordcrei 
back by Devens and Ills captains. Tho 
New Yorkers who went forward met n 
stinging (Ire from the enemy In the 
woods nnd came back In n pnnlc. Ca 
nel Cogswell said tlmt at this time he 
attempted to have the whole line 
charge tho enemy lodged In the hills 
In front of his left, but the confusion 
among the troops did not admit of It 
and he ordered n retreat to the pitiful 
landing under the bluff. The llatbon 
was Instantly swamped by a rush of 
men upon It. ' . 


The Confederates followed the re 


treating troops ns far as the edge of 
the bluff nnd,potted them oil the bank 
below. Two companies of New York 
ors. freshly landed, climbed the bluff 
to cover tho retreat, and Colonel Dem- 
ons ordered his whole command to do 
ploy for the same purpose. These men 
skirmished until dark, when those who 
clung to the bank were rushed by tho 
Confederates and captured. 
When 


Colonel Devens saw that the day .was 
lost, he told hU men to save them 
selvcsv Some Jumped Into the river 
and Bwnm to the Maryland side, wltl 
their muskets on their backs; others 
hid In tho woods on the Virginia side 
and stole across a day or two after 
the battle. 
Many were shot while 


swimming to safety. The total loss ol 
Baker's command was -19 killed, 153 
wounded and 714 captured or missing 
This loss fell upon about 1,700 met 
who crossed to the Virginia Bide. Colo- 
nel Evans'- Confederate force also 
numbered about 1,700 and lost 143 kill 
•cd and wounded.

tlon throughout the country than Buli 
Run. 
Colonel Baker was alternately 


glorified ns a martyr nnd criticised aa 
a military failure. lie did not cross 
the Potomac to see what Devens hot 
to contend with before ordering lilw 
brigade to go over and light. Similar 
negligence In South Africa cost the 
British many disasters. 


Colonel Cogswell 'stayed with his men 


on the Virginia bank and was captur- 
ed. In his ofllclal report hu Indirectly 
placed the blame for the disaster upon 
Baker. He said that the transportation 
of troops across the river was badly 
organized. There were no guards nnd 
no detailed crews for the boats. The 
boats were not utilized to their full 
capacity, nnd cannon nt hand on tlio 
Maryland side were not brought Into 
action to cover the landing. In con 
elusion he snld, "The dispositions on 
the Held were faulty. In my Judg- 
ment." 


Baker's death threw the troops Into 


confusion by depriving them of n head 
Just at a trying time. His conduct In 
rushing Into- tho enemy's fire was 
brave or rash, according to oue's-ldcas 
of the duty of n commander. It Is an 
axiom that one bad general Is better 
than two good ones. As soon as Baker 
fell the other colonels for a time acted 
each on his own book without concert 
of action. 


Baker won n United States senator 


from California. He had declined a 
commission as brigadier general and 
had one ns major general under consid- 
eration at the time of his death.. Con 
gress called upon President Lincoln to 
Investigate the Ball's Bluff disaster, 
and when he declined to do so It ap- 
pointed the famous Joint committee on 
the conduct of the war, with Instruc- 
tions to Investigate "tho most atrocious 
military murder In history." About this 
time General Stone came under u cloud 
In A manner not connected with the 
battle of Oct. 21, but he was arrested 
by order of the secretary of war nnd 
couilncd In Fort Lafayette. New York 
harbor. He was examined before the

He supposed 
lint another Federal division was push- 
ng the Confederates back from the Po- 
omac south of Ball's Bluff and Gor- 
nan's camp at South Ferry, that the 
commander of the army wished him to 
nke Leesuurg. n point four miles In- 
and from the battlefield of Ball's Bluff, 
nd that there were no Confederates In 
any force In that.vicinity, as his scout- 
ruthfnlly reported. But tiie Confeder- 
ates could move on shorter Hues. TlM'v 
ooled Stone's subordinate.

bis thirteen-year-old brother .Inme* as 


' bis sole companion, through the wil- 


derness then reaching from the valley 
of the Mohawk to. the frozen north- 
land. The Journey was-made In rude 
sleighs over wood paths und In canoes, 
mod the only signs of, human, beluga 
along the route-were furnished by sav- 
ages who hovered on the trail In ex- 


' pcctatlon of plunder. Sacket's Har- 


bor, on Lake Ontario, was the llrst port 
made. A few half starved .men, hud- 
dled around meager (Ires, were the 


• only representatives of the naval per- 


sonnel awaiting the future master of 
the lakes. 
Ainoug the citizens of the region, 


who were smugglers as a rule, there 
•was no enthusiasm for armament, or 
conflict, for they knew that armed otli- 
clals of the United States would prove 
awkward neighbors.

keels Imd been laid down. Perry learn 
ed that the British meditated nn attack 
upon that place' to destroy the ship- 
yards and materials, and,his flrst step

fensive battle. Some volunteers were 
drawn Into service, and before the 
i British got ready to strike the brigs 
Idiwrence and Niagara were ready for

about some days In constant danger of 


• capture they reached Erie Just as the 
British squadron hove In' sight and 
blockaded the port. WHen at last the 
vessels were together, which was the 
middle of'3uly, there were only enough 
men to man one ship. "Send me offi- 
cers and men," wrote Perry, "and I 
will have the'cuemy In n day or two." 


• In response to this appeal SOO sailors 


were given him to man ten warships. 


Suddenly, when all was ready, the 


waters of the lake fell so low that It 
was impossible to get the ships over 
tne bar without landing the guns and 
floating the hulls by means of scows. 


• This proceeding under the eyes of the 
enemy would be suicidal, so1 Perry 
Called, and the .British, finally ahan- 
doned their-watch and sailed nwny 
over .the lake.'

crews were nbout even man for man, 
the Britons were nil seasoned lighters, 
while only 125 of the American crews 
had been In action. The rest were re- 


followed and spoke a few words to 
each of ihe gun crews. Then he told 
his sailing master to run the ship to 
the leeward. "Then you'll have to en- 
gage the enemy to leeward, sir." was 
the response. "I don't care. To leownrd 
or to windward, they shall tight to- 
day." said Perry.

Committed the Act Uuder Despon

The relatives and friends .of the late 


John Halght, whose death at Wauwa- 
tosa wan announced in last evening's 
Gazette, have ' been shocked to learn 
that his death was a tragic one and 
that he ended his life by his own 
hand while suffering from the 
de- 


spondency which was the chief char- 
acteristic of mental . trouble from 


. which he suffered. 
The telegram which came to H. S. 


Johnson contained 
no particulars, 


simply saying that Mr. Halght had 
died as the result of an accident. Lat- 
er dispatches received • last evening 
revealed the fact that Mr. Halght had 
hanged himself 
some time during 


Wednesday night. 
He was found by 
the startled attendants at the sani- 
tarium conducted by Dr. Dewey 
at 
Wauwatosa. yesterday morning hang- 
ing- to a tree- just outside tho build- 
ing. 
In some manner during :the 


night Haight had escaped from the 
atetndant who had been sleeping 
In 


the room with .him. and climbed out 
of the wlndow.:-''°He' ha'd'iriade' direct- 
ly for a tree, to which a hammock was 
suspended, ' and !:''d'etach»rig' 'tho':'fbbe. 
hanged himself.. ' ;''•' " ;.'. 


Mr. Halght had been at the hospi- 


tal for about ten days.. 
This was 
his second term 
at the .Institution, 


the first time being some time In the 
middle of September, when he spent 
about two weeks .there. , The chronic 
ailment from which he was -suffering 
was senile melancholia, his haunting 
fear being that he was destined to be- 
come a helpless "imbecile.' 
He was 


believed to be cured at the end of his 
first stay at the hos-plttl and 
was 


brought home but as the symptoms 


• of his malady 
began' to show them- 
selves again he was taken to the san- 
itarium a second •time.. . 


H. S. Johnson,' whose wife is'

niece of Mr. • Halght, 
accompanied 


the aged gentleman..to , .Wauwatosa, 
and did his best to cheer him up, but 
Mr. Haight insisted that Mr. Johnson 
"would never see him alive again. . 


Dr. Dewey of the sanitarium, said 
that Mr. Height had been progrc- 
ing favorably, and It was thought he 
was on the road to recovery 
and 


•would be able to go to his home In 
a short time.

• The strange case of Miss Stone, the 
American missionary who was cap- 
tured bj- I>rlgnn<l8 In Turkey, has an 
International aspect that IH being care- 
fully considered by .the various govern- 
ments Interested. Just such a case 
might be the means of Involving not 
only Turkey and Hiilcnrin'In wiir. but 
the whole of Europe and the United 
States. The reason for this Is appar- 
ent when the affair Is studied In all 
Its lights. 


Should the theory that Miss Stone's 


capture originated with the Macedonian 
committee be proved there would be 
no doubt that Its purpose was to 
embroil the United States with Tur- 
key and thus hasten the overthrow of 
the tottering Ottoman empire. It Is a 
notorious .fact that the Macedonians 
have been working tooth and uall to 


« find some' way of causing Turkey 


trouble that would at the same time 
jclve them an opportunity to break 
nway from the suzerainty of the sul- 
tan. 
\ 


Macedonia was formerly a Bulgarian 


province, • and, naturally enough, the 
Macedonians have been egged oti In 
their designs by the authorities of Bul- 
garia. Not only so. but they have been 
openly supported by Prince Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria, who has raised a large 


• army-to assist them when the revolu- 


tion begins. The Inhabitants of the 
province, who arc Christians, arc de- 
scended from the same stock and have 
largely Intermarried with the Bulga- 
rians. The two peoples ore thus united 
not only by ties of polity, biit of blood. 


The Macedonians are now suffering 


from Turkish persecutions. 
Similar 


persecutions caused the Turco-Ilusslan 


I war of 1877. 
By the treaty of, peace 


•which followed the conclusion of this 
•war the sultan granted to the Mace- 
donians Independence' similar to that 
enjoyed by the Bulgarians, tut a con- 
ference of European powers' restored 
the province to Turkey, upon gnaran-

tees that a Christian governor would be 
appointed and that persecution and ex- 
cessive taxation would cease. 'True to 
.tradition, the sultan has neglected to 
fulfill tdt'se conditions. In consequence 
of this the Macedonians are in a con- 
tinual state of belligerency. 


Reverting to the Stone case, the Mace- 


donians, If the 'charges against them 
arc true, may have counted on the in- 


. accessibility of Bulgaria to turn all of 


Uncle Sam's wrath upon Turkey, which 


, Is the principal power responsible for 


Bulgaria, Inasmuch as It receives a cer- 
tain amount of tribute from that coun- 
try. They would thus be able to, use 


• the United States as a catspaw to 


pluck freedom for themselves. 


Such mi Idea would prove erroneous 


If recent reports are true. It Is assert- 
ed that the United States government 
has been quietly, sounding European 
powers on the Important question of 
an approach to Bulgaria. This could 
only be done by the powers waiving the 
objections to the passage of tne Darda- 
nelles. Thus all Europe has become In- 
volved In the complications arising out 
'of the kidnaping of Mlt>s Stone. 


Should It be necessary for the United 


'States to innko a demonstration In 
Turkish waters there are plenty of war- 
ships available for that purpose. The 
Chicago, Admiral Cromwell's flagship. 
Is now at Leghorn, where the Albany Is 
also stationed; at Genoa Is the Nash- 
Tllle; the Dixie and the. Monongahela 
arc at Vlllcfranche; the Buffalo Is at 
Madeira. All these could be assembled 


• at very short notice, forming a fleet 


that would make a very formidable 
showing. 


One feature of the affair which has 


given gossip mongers much to talk 
about, and which has been an apparent 
corroboratlon of the theory that Miss 


i Stone's abduction should be laid at the 


door of the Macedonians, has been the 
apathy of Prince Ferdinand of Bulga- 
ria. This potentate, who Is the con- 
stitutional ruler of Bulgaria by virtue 
of the treaty signed by the powers In 


. convention nt Berlin In 1878. recently 


opened the -•'tlonal nasernbly of Bul- 


garia with the customary speech from 
the throne. He made no referenda 
whatever to the kidnaping of Miss 
Stone. . 


The nearest he' came to It was In 


Bnxlng that Bulgaria has been trying1 
her best to keep on good terms with 
the powers. Immediately afterward he 
gave a thrust at Turkey by avowing 
that his government had especially la 
bored to strengthen the bonds of 
friendship with "our liberator. Iluwtla," 
pointing as evidence to the cnurteslctt 
to Grand Duke Alexander, a cousin of 
the czar, during the grand duke's re- 
cent visit to Sofla. • 


The Macedonian committee looks to 


Prince Ferdinand and, more remotely, 
to Ilussla to aid It In Its struggle 
Against the sultan. This committee Is 
a part of the national existence. It Is 
a peculiar organization, to say the

Like his present 
confreres In otHce. he hax the reptitn 
tlon of being an honorable man. Not 
long ago he published an article de- 
nouncing the kidnaping and expressing 
regret that It might prejudice the Euro- 
pean public against the movement for 
Macedonian Independence. 


That' Ills' fears were well founded Is 


shown by the fact that Just preceding 
tho outrage various European govern- 
ments had begun to bestir tlicniHclren 
In the Interests of Macedonia. It wan 
recognized by Russia and France espe- 
cially that the mlxgovorumont, lu that 
province, the CXCCHKCH committed In 
Armenia and tho. dlxxatlsfuctlon lu 
Crete 1m d reached mich u point as, to 
constitute a menace to peace. The Eu- 
ropean powers, therefore, at the In- 
stance of the two Just mentioned, hud 
begun to discuss plans for a Joint rep- 
resentation to the porte. 


Indeed, HO far had this Idea develop- 


ed that It was planned to eventually 
oblige the sultan not only to cany out 
the clauses of tho treaty of Berlin re- 
lating to Macedonia and Armenia, but 
to give guarantees for further reforms 
and tho settlement of numerous pend- 
ing questions. Ituxstu had thoroughly 
sounded Germany on the mibjcct, and 
the faupport of England. Austria and 
Italy was considered certain. Small 
wonder that President Mlkhallovsky 
was alarmed at the effect' the. capture 
of Miss Stone might have upon the 
project.
